Si Nan Fu is 
about two bundred and fifteen miles 
south by east of Peking. 

Pao Ting Fu, the southermost sta- 
tion of the railroad, running south- 
west from Peking, is about one hun- 
dred and eighty miles from Si Nan 
Fu. Therefore. it would seem that, 
at no distant date, Kiaochou Bay and 
Peking may be connected by ral 
road.

Mrs. Smith's luncheon had been pre- 
pared and was on a table but it had 
not been touched. It is supposed that 
after preparing this meal, Mrs. Smith 
telt ill and went to the bedroom in- 
tending to rest for a time. She did 
not remove her clothing but laid down 
across the bed upon her face. She 
was in that position when the end came. 
| uch was the shock to Senator Smith 
ehat he was almost prostrated last 
night. He left his home at the usual 
hour yesterday morning, his wife ac- 
companying him to the door and as 
usual bidding him an affectionate good- 
by. He told her that he would not re- 
turn home to luncheon because he had 
a business engagement and spoke of 
having her come down town to take 
luncheon with him, but she stated that 
that would not be convenient. Little 
did he think that he would never gee 
her alive again. 

After the departure of her husband, 
Mrs. Smith was seen several times dur- 
ing the forenoon by neighbors and she 
conversed with many of them. Al- 
ways of a cheerful disposition, she ap- 
peared to be even more jolly than usual 
yesterday. She was heard going from 
room to room singing as she attended 
to her household duties. She took from 
a clothes closet a suit of her husband's 
clothes, pressed them and then hung 
them on a rear porch. Shortly before 
noon she went to a neighboring store 
and made some purchases, from a por- 
tion of which she prepared her lunch. 
The neighbors thought nothing wh 
they did not see ar hear her during t 
afternoon, supposing t she had gone 
out, because she h hundreds of 
friends.in various parts of the city and 
frequently was away from home dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

It was only a few minutes after 6 
o'clock last evening when Senator 
Smith returned home. He found the 
house dark and thinking that his wife 
had been called away unexpectedly, he 
began looking for a note from her, as 
she invariably left a message when she 
left the house. Finding none, he went 
into the bedroom and discovered her 
lying on the bed. Her face was buried 
in the covers and he thought she was 
asleep. Bending over to her he whis- 
pered gently to her and receiving no 
response, laid his cheek against hers. 
The coldness of her cheek caused him 
to jump back in alarm and he quickly 
turned her over, calling her loudly by 
name—but she was dead.

VANISHED 
YOUNG PARKER? 


| ASTONISHING MYSTERY BEFORE 
THE LOCAL POLICE.

Wounded Man, Unable to Sit up in 
Ded. Disappears While Temporar- 
ily Left Alone, and Nobody Knows 
How, Why or Whither—Stabbed 
by Bully Who's Still Missing.

The most astonishing mystery in the 
annals of the Los Angeles police was 
yesterday. 

Pearl Parker, a young oil driller 
living at No. 163 North Newhall street, 
was left for two hours, sick in bed 
and alone, in the house of his, parents. 
He was dangerously ill, as the result 
of being stabbed. Was not able to sit 
up. 

When they returned he had vanished. 

So utterly did he disappear, and so 
weird was his taking off, that the po- 
lice heve not been able to get the 
slightest clew—not even to the manner 
of his abduction—if it was an abduc- 

His parents left him resting easily 

for them to take a brief re- 
spite from their nursing. He was far 
too sick to leave bed. He had a 
fearful wound on the face, a cut which 


— 


laid open his flesh to the bone, an- 
other deep stab in the wrist, 
nearly cost his life. 
He could not have gone alone. : 
It was broad daylight ‘when they 


left the house. It was 11 o'clock a.m. 
when they came back to find his bed 
empty. ; 

None of the neighbors saw him 
taken. 


No were seen; no strange 
men. In fact, nay is, so far, not the 
slightest explanation. 

The only clew goes back to his 
stabbing last Monday night. 

He was working near Union avenue 
and Temple street. A young bully 
whose name is Donahue (first name not 
known) was persecuting some small 
boys. Parker told him to stop. Dona- 
hue was insuliins. Parker told him to 
try teasing him if he had to tease 


somebody. 
Donahue drew a knife and cut him 
fearfully, slashing his clothing to 
shreds and laying open his face to the 
bone, also his wrist. 

Donahue left him lying on the ground 
and said he would fetch a revolver and 
kill bim. 

Parker was taken instead to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. 

Donahue has not been found yet. 

Parker's parents were approached, 
however, by persons who said they 
were Donahue's friends. They wanted 
to “square” the case. They sounded 
to find if there t not be a way 
to prevent prosecu of young Don- 
ahue. They got scant treatment. Park- 
er's people, on account of the unpro- 
voked nature of the assault, proposed 
to press it to the last ditch; they were 
anxious that young Donahue should 
be captured. 

After Parker was patched un by the 
surgeons at the Receiving Hospital, 
he was taken home where his parents 
have been tenderly caring for him 
since Tuesday morning. 

Speculation as to how, or why, is 
merely idle. 

Late last night the police had not 
been able to find the slightest clew 
as to where the sick boy has been 
taken; what was done with him; who 
took him, or why, or how. 

The whole affair is bewildering.

FRATERNAL REAL ESTATE MAN 
DEFENDS HIMSELF.

merely worked for the Fraternal Real 
Estate, Loan and Investment Com- 
pany on commission, and that he was 
discharged for cause. McLees has been 
giving it out that he was the main 
equeesze” in the Fraternal Real Es- 
tate, Loan and Investment Company., 
and that he got rid of Flowers, whom 
he denounces as all sorts of a raacal. 

Be that as it may, there has been 
bad blood between them for some time, 
and as the result of the feud ach has 
had the other arrested. McLees is 
under $500 bonds to appear in Justice 
Pierce's court March % for trial. Hou 
ers surrendered himself to Justice 
Chambers last Saturday, and was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. He 
pleaded guilty when arraigned ‘T'uesa- 
day morning, and was sentenced to 
pay a small fine yesterday after the 
eourt had heard testimony 4s to the 
nature of the offénse.

SUCCULENT FODDER TO TAKE 
PLACE OF OTHER CROPS.

Producers of Cow Feed Unable to 
Keep up With the Demands of the 
Dairy Herds and Dairymen Can't 
Keep Pace With the Call for Milk. 
Smaller Beet Area. 


Thousands ‘of acres near Los An- 
geles hitherto in other crops are be- 


feed are unable to keep up with the 
demands of the dairy herds and the 
dairymen are a good deal behind in the 
effort to keep pace with the call for 
milk. Even with the large increase 
in hay production it is expected that 
this year’s output in Southern Cali- 
fornia will not come up to the measure 
of consumption. If it does there ure 
plenty of empty barns waiting for hay 
to be stored for next year's use. 

In the Compton district a few years 
ago the crop pendulum swung from al- 
falfa to sugar beets. Now it is swing- 
ing back. Last year in the vicinity of 
Compton, according to estimates of J. 
H. Williams, W. O. Seely and J. J. 
Harshman there were 4000 acres plant- 
ed to sugar beets. This year there win 
be 3500 acres of that area nearly all 
in alfalfa. Within two miles of Comp- 
ton there are 2000 acres which were in 
beets last year, and which will be in 
alfalfa this 

Fully forty pumping plants have 
been installed in the vicinity of Comp- 
ton wtihin the past six months. Near- 
ly all of them will serve in the 'n- 
creased alfaifa production. With the 
aid of the pumping estublishments 
that hay-producing ved plant has in- 
vaded t mesas west of Compion and 
much land whichh as heretofore pro- 
duced barley in small quantities will 
from now on yield miany fo'l higher 
revenues.

Lively Discussion of Arbitra- 
tion Measures. 


Right to Mind One’s Own 
Business in Danger. 


Fight for Open Shop in New 
York City Begins. \ 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] An unusually lively 
discussion took place before the sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Labor today over the Foss bill to cre- 
ate a national federation arbitration 
tribunal. It was participated in by 
Representatives Vreeland, Connor and 
Hughes of New Jersey; Fred B. Whit- 
ney of Chicago; A. Furuseth, of the 
Union of San Francisco; 
Daniel Davenport, of Bridgeport, Ct., 
representing the American Anti-Boy- 
cott Association, and others. 

This being the first hearing given 
on the Foss-McDermott and other 
bills, dealing with arbitration, the 
subject was touched upon generally. 
In discussion this morning, Mr. Dav- 
enport took the ground that the pro- 

s of the bill were of such a 
sweeping character as to give to the 
proposed tribunal inquisitorial powers 
to investigate the business of 99 per 
cent. of the merchants and manufac- 
turers in the United States. This por- 
tion was vigorously combated by Mr. 
Whitney, and Mr. Davenport was sub- 
jected to @ running fire of questions 
from members of the committee and 
Furuseth. Mr. Davenport, in behalf of 
the opponents of the Foss and similar 
bills, made a clean-cut statement of 
the attitude of those whom he repre- 
sented, who were opposed to any in- 
terference between employers and em- 
ployés by the government, whether un- 
der the guise of voluntary or compul- 
sory arbitration. 

“The provisions of this bill are so 
numerous,” said he, “it covers such a 
wide field and is so fraught with mis- 
chief that I must condemn it as a 
whole. Its effect would be to subject 
every manufacturer and every em- 
ployer in the country to espionage ana 
the all-searching eye of the Federal 
government.” 

Mr. Davenport pointed out’ at some 
length that the power 
over inter-State commerce is complete. 

“It can regulate, prohibit; it is vast, 
mimitable and plenary,” he said. “To 
exercise this power in the direction 
proposed would open the way foe 
legisiation of even more sweeping 
character.” 

He maintained that ynder the bill, 


the tribunal could investigate the 
business affairs of substantially any 
one it chose.

The em- 
ployers maintain that the open-shop 
policy is the only course left them if 
they wish to continue in business. 
THOUSANDS ALREADY INVOLVED.

NEW YORK, March 16.—Labor 
troubles, as a result ot which many 
thousands of men are idie, again 
threaten the industrial world, and the 
situation is expected to become as se- 
rious as the memorable troubles of a 
year ago.
